Training , Panaji, the Government of Goa, 
namely : 


In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution of 
India , read with section 21 of the General 
Clauses Act , 1897 (Central Act 10 of 1897 ), 
the Governor of Goa in consultation with the 
Goa Public Service Commission conveyed 
vide their letter No. COM / II/ 13 / 28 ( 1)/ 2003 / 
/ 1695 dated 28-10-2009, hereby makes the 
following rules 

So as to amend the 
Government of Goa , Daman and Diu , Office 
of the Commissioner , 

Labour and 
Employment, Group B Gazetted posts , 
Recruitment Rules , 1986 , published in the 
Official Gazette , Series I No. 24 dated 
11-9-1986 , vide Notification No. 1 /22 /74 
-PER (Vol- IV ) dated 8-7-1986 , as follows, 
namely : 


1. Short title , application and commence 
ment.— ( 1 ) These rules may be called the 
Government of Goa , State Directorate of 
Craftsmen Training , Group B Gazetted posts , 
Recruitment Rules , 2010 . 


( 2 ) They shall apply to the posts specified in 
column ( 1) of the Schedule to these rules 
(hereinafter called as the " said Schedule " ). 


( 3 ) They shall come into force from the date 
of their publication in the Official Gazette . 


1. Short title and commencement. ( 1) 
These rules may be called the Government 
of Goa , Daman and Diu , Office of the 
Commissioner , Labour and Employment , 
Group B Gazetted posts , Recruitment 
(Amendment) Rules , 2010 . 


2. Number, classification and scale of pay. 
The number of posts , classification of the said 
post and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns ( 2 ) to ( 4 ) of 
the said Schedule : 


( 2 ) They shall come into force from the 
date of their publication in the OfficialGazette . 


Provided that the Government may vary 
the number of posts specified in column (2 ) 
of the said Schedule from time to time subject 
to exigencies of work . 


2. Amendment of Schedule . In the 
Schedule appended to the Government of 
Goa , Daman and Diu , Office of the 
Commissioner, Labour and Employment, 
Group B Gazetted posts , Recruitment 
Rules, 1986 , the serial number 1, the 
posts " Technical Officer / -1 Assistant 
Apprenticeship - 1 Advisor /Principal ( Junior- 8 
Scale )/ Engineer -in -charge - 1 " and the entries 
thereof, shall be omitted . 


3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other 
qualifications.— The method of recruitment to 
the said posts , age limit , qualifications and 
other matters connected therewith shall be 
as specified in columns (5 ) to (13 ) of the said 
Schedule .

4. Disqualification.— No person who has 
entered into or contracted a marriage with a 
person having a spouse living or who, having 
a spouse living , has entered into or contracted 
a marriage with any person , shall be eligible for 
appointment to the service :

Provided that the Governmentmay , if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the

5.Powertorelax.—Where,theGovernmentisoftheopinionthatitisnecessaryorexpedientsotodo,itmay,byorder,forreasons toberecordedinwriting,andinconsultationwiththeGoaPublicServiceCommission,relaxanyoftheprovisionsoftheseruleswith respecttoanyclassorcategoryofpersons.
